REGULAR MEETING OF THE CITY COUNCIL:

Austin. Texas, March 10. 19*58.

The City Council met In regular session at the regular meeting place In Austin,

Texas, at 10;30 At M», with Mayor Tom Miller presiding. Owing to the large number of

visitors present, the meeting was held In the Auditorium. Roll oall showed the follow-

ing members present; Oounollraen C. F, Alford, 0. M.: Bartholomew, Simon Gillie, Mayor

Tojn Miller, and Councilman Oswald Gk Wolf, 5; absent, none.

The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with.

Mayor Miller called up for discussion the matter of a special election for ratifi-

cation by the taxpayers of a $750,000 School Bond Issue, previously requested by the

School Board, and declared the discussion open to all Interested citizens.

Members of the School Board and Supt. A. N« MoCallum were present, as v/ere also

several citizens, of whom the following expressed themselves as favorable to the propo-

sition and tendered their support In the matter: Messrs. A. T. Knles, President of the

Chamber of Commerce, B. J. Rupert, representing the South Austin Civic Club, and

John D. Cofer.

No protests against the proposition were submitted, except a petition from the

colored ministers of the City, presented by Dr. E. H. Glvens, who, following the dis-

cussion, asked that said protest be withdrawn.

Councilman Bartholomew went on record ae favoring the bond issue substantially as

follows:
11 I feel that It ia the duty of the City Council, though I am only speaking
for myself, to put ourselves on record at a time like this because I feel
that the people who have elected us to this position are expecting that we
define our attitude.

" Ordinarily, I ara strong against the Issuance of bond obligations that pos-
terity has to pay off, but I hope that I never live to see the day that I
would take any stand against providing every facility for the youth of today
to moke himself a better man of tomorrow. For myself, I am through with
education because my children are all grown, but I have grandchildren coming
on, and I feel that I v/ould be derelict in duty not to say to those present
that, while 1 am a pretty good-sized taxpayer in Austin, I welcome the
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opportunity to pay for the future education and salvation of the coming
generation. The only hope of the country in the dilemma it is In today -
and this applies to the negro as v/ell as the whites - la to be properly
educated along proper lines of thinking. Our schools today are wholly
Inadequate. If I had the Job that superintendent MoOallum has of running
the schools with the tools given him, I would throw up the Job*

" X am heartily In favor of Improving our school system If It can be done
at a lower cost than #750,000, but If It takes more, I will Indorse It. "

Councilman 0-1 11 la also went on record as favoring the bond Issue substantially

as follows:
11 X am just as hard against the Issuance of bonds as Councilman Bartholomew,
or anyone else, but there Is one bond that X always welcome an opportunity
to vote for and that Is a school bond. It Is a great advertisement for our
City when we ask for a bond Issue thinking It will last five years and In
two years1 time find that It Is Inadequate. Our City is growing so fast
that we have to have additional schools. "

Mayor Miller went on record as declaring that all members of the Olty Council

were thoroughly In accord with the progress of the schools of the City; that though

the Council was Interested In keeping the tax rate as low as possible, yet when

there existed an urgent need on the part of the oohools, the Council advocated the

Issuance of bonds* and that It was the Intention to submit the Issue to a vote of

the people at the earliest possible moment*

Following a few remarks by Supt, A. N. McOallum, Councilman Glllls Introduced

the following ordinance:

(5) Expansion Joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto attach
ed marked 2«H-5S3 and shall be of the pre-moulcled type*

(6} That before use of said station the owner shall apply to the Building
Inspector for final Inspection when he considers that he has compiled with all the
requirements of the Glty*

J. That this change la made for the purpose of securing a right to sell beer,
wine, and liquors on th!0 property for v/hloh the Oounoll has established a large dis-
trict in whloh this "Use"'may be exercised and the petitioners can find ample room In
this district for this purpose.

*ft That an examination of this neighborhood discloses the fact that this proper-
ty is situated on a major thoroughfare with heavy automobile traffic, that it is in
close proximity to Sam Huston College, that It is near the Olive Street Grammar School
for colored children, that it ID near a church, and that it IB surrounded principally
by residential property.

5. That It has not been shown that the sale of wine, beer, and liquors on this
property is desirable nor that there is a definite demand on the part of the neighbor-
hood but on the contrary .that this change would rather detract and Injure .this neigh-
borhood and would not be in harmony with the purpose and spirit of the Zoning Ordinance.

6. That on an appeal from the denial of a permit by the Building Inspector for
a variation of the terms of the Zoning Ordinance for the sale of wine, beer, and liquors
on this property to the Board of Adjustment, the same was denied by the Board.
